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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In claim 1, the 
modularized electronic device assembly having a support frame coupled to a base board so a 
hook-shaped engaging structure is engaged to the hole in the base board, and a through hole in 
the support frame tongue portion is slotted in an aligning post, locking the tongue portion and 
stopped from being withdrawable by an elastic hooking member is neither taught nor suggested 
by the prior art of record. Kato et al (US 5,943,208) show a hard disk drive having engaging 
portions that enter a hole in a base board but does not have the tongue portion locked in position 
in the aligning post with the elastic hooking member. Saton et al (US 6,172,867) disclose an 
electronic apparatus having a support frame with an engagement hole but not corresponding to a 
hook-shaped engaging structure or slanted hooking member.
